August 
Alstcrberg Is the man's name. He Is 
n native of Norway, having been a 
resident of this country but little 
more than a year. 


The organ above mentioned was 


purchased shortly after l*-ing com- 


leted nnd placvd in ttie Swedish 


church, presided over by llev. t*. A.; 
I'osamler. 
After disposing of the 


Instrument ilr. Alsterfterg imnutll- 
ntely planned the construction of a 
larger and more powerful one. He 
eommcntvd biiiMing It about four 
months ago and will have it com- 
pleted now In about three weeks. 


Tlie new Instniment will l>e thir- 


teen feet high and nine feet square, 
and all exterior work will l>e finUhed 
In hardwood. 
It 
contains 
two 


hunilroil and forty-four 
pii**. Is 


furnished with twelve stops, and five 
octaves can l>e played. The large 
pipes are mailc of white pine, with 
bottoms til oak and give forth ileep 
tones very pleasing to the ear. 


A pair of bellows, eight feet long, 


four feet wide, with an action of two 
feet, supplies the organ with air. 
The bellows are worked by foot 
powerandarc located in the back 
part of the Instrument
